| Western Water Wells of Calgary 
recently completed the test of the 
two town water wells to determine 
lie output as a potential supply for 
Didbury's water system, and the 
test Was considered quite satisfac- 
tory. 

The No. 1 well, at the old power 
house, under a 24-hour test showed 
an output of approximately 20 gal- 
lons per minute, with a potential 
of approximately 45 gallons per 
minute in an emergency, and 
when the creamery pump was not 
in operation. (The town well and 
creamery well are apparently fed 
from the same stream), 

| The No. 2 well, on the ball dia- 
; mond east of the railway tracks, 
did not show such a prolific output 
as the well at the old power house, 
but tests proved quite satisfactory 
and this well has a flow of approxi- 
mately 15 gallons per minute on a 
24-hour test. 


The combined output of the two 
wells is therefore conservatively 
placed at 35 gallons per minute. 
Since the water by-laws passed last 
spring provide for an additional 
yater well to be drilled, the total 
output of three wells would be 
more than edequate to provide for 
water in Didsbury’s proposed water 
system

THE BLESSINGS OF 
FREER TRADE 


(By H.G.L. Strange) 

Mr. Hugh Dalton, Chancellor of 
| the Exchequor for the British Lab- 
our Government of September 24th 
|informed a press conference at 
| Ottawa that Britain was anxious to 
get multi-lateral world trading es- 
tablished at the earliest possible 
moment. He believed, he said, in 
much freer world trade. 

On August 15th, before the Paris 
Peace Conference, the Honorable 
Mr. Alexander, one of Britain's 
official delegates to that Confer. 
‘ence, stated the firm opposition of 
| the British Government to bi-later- 
al trading between individual 
| countries, which he said, was re- 
strictive in nature. Here Mr. Alex- 
jander too expressed himself in 
favour of multi-lateral trading and 
freer international trade. 

This is all mighty good news for 
our prairie farmers to hear, for the 
simple cold fact is that there does 
not exist anywhere in the world a 
} group of three million people, liv 
jing and working in one farming 
area, Who depend so much for their 
prosperity on freer international 
trade as do our prairie people, or 
whio stand to be harmed so much by 
these vicious bi-lateral trade agree 
ments which Britain has already 
made are merely temporary exped 
ients, and that they will be abro 
gated as soon as freer international 


trade can be set up in this sad, 
complex, worried economic world 
In the meantime, Canada could 


well set an example by lowering 
her own tariffs against British and 
foreign goods
